PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 2.— The most Nazi-like, anti- 
Semitic, anti-Soviet cartoon of the Republican campaign 
is being openly distributed in the center of Philadelphia 
at a Dewey campaign booth at Broad and Sansom St., in 
front of the Union League Club. 

The picture shows a caricature of a Jew with “Hill- 
man“ written on his hat leaning with uplifted dagger in 
his hand over the prostrate body of Uncle Sam. Hillman 
is pictured with the familiar Nazi hooked nose, copied 
unchanged from Streicher’s Der Stuermer in Nuremberg, 
Germany. Under his arm is a Star of David, and a hammer 
and sickle, and the word “Soviet.” The caption says, “Will 
Uncle Sam Wake Up in Time?“ | 

When protests over the leaflet poured into our office 
on Broad St., we walked over to the little Dewey-Bricker 
“Dollar Certificate” booth in front of the imposing Uniea 
League facade, and in the shadow of City Hall. 

“Take it,” the woman in charge told us pleasantly, 
as we glanced at a yicious Dewey campaign leaflet that 
was pinned up: “So Help Me God,“ and signed Ray Dud- 
ley, president of Gulf Publishing Co., Houston, Texas.”

“Have you any other material?” I asked.

President David Dubinsky of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union, must have felt proud of himself 
yesterday. He knew then that Dewey got the biggest ap- 
plause in his Boston speech when he quoted Dubinsky’s 
attacks on Communism and Sidney Hillman. 

That applause came from the “crowd of Coughlinites 
and America Firsters“ who “packed the Boston Garden” 
Wednesday night, as reported by Robert G. Spivack in the 
New York Post yesterday. 

But a night before, at New York’s Madison Square 
Garden meeting of the Liberal Party, packed with 20,000 
people, overwhelmingly from his own union, Dubinsky 
was booed most when he threw in his customary dead cat 
the same red-baiting and anti-Hillman sniping that the 
Boston audience appreciated so enthusiastically.

ES, that speech at Boston Wednesday night completes 

the portrait of the Republican candidate. Until then, 
there was a division of labor among the Republican can- 
didates. Thomas E. Dewey was the young Lord Fauntleroy, 
paraded before the nation as well-behaved, high-minded 
and respectable. It was left to the barefoot boys like 
Bricker or Curran to slosh around in the mud of anti- 
Communist hysteria. 

On Wednesday night, young Tom demonstrated that 
he has no rivals in this art, that every idea which Bricker 
and Curran and Clare Boothe Luce have exchanged with 
the German radio is his own idea. 


Examine the key sentence, if you please. According 
to Dewey, the “pagan philosophy of communism is sweep- 
ing through much of the world” and its advocates are 
everywhere “making a bid for power” . .. therefore when 
Nazism is defeated, we must try to crush communism. 


Well, what does this really mean? By communism 
bidding for power, Dewey has in mind the liberation gov- 
ernments of France, Belgium; Italy, Greece and Yugo- 
slavia, in all of which Communists participate and in 
some cases have leading positions. 

The German army is today trying to smash those 
governments; if Dewey means to smash them also, he 
could only do so in alliance with the German army. 

By this false characterization of European democracy 
as Communist-inspired and dominated, you get the follow- 
ing deductions: 


1. Under Dewey, our nation could never fulfill the 
Dumbarton Oaks proposals, despite al] the Republican 
lip-service to them, because Dewey might have to sit 
alongside of Communists like Marshal Tito. 

2. Under Dewey, the war itself would never be 
pushed to the complete destruction of fascism, either in 
Germany or anywhere else in western Europe. For Dewey 
would constantly encourage the preservation of fascism 
against what he calls the spread of Communist philosophy. 

8. Under Dewey, our people would never enjoy a 
stable, secure peace but only preparations for war with 
nations whose leadership already has Dewey foaming at 
the mouth. 


He Fears Democracy 


We will not even try to explain what communism is, 
and what American Communists stand for. Dewey is not 
interested in that. His unscrupulous red-baiting really 
discloses his fear and contempt of democracy as such. 
For him, as for Hitler, democracy is not simply contami- 
nated with communism: it is communism. 

Small wonder, also, that he stooped to religious preju- 
dice on a par for its deviltry with red-baiting. Mr. Dewey 
knew he was speaking in Boston, with its strong Cough- 
linite contingents. Every other issue having failed him, 
he attempted to exploit God also. The chicanery of this 
performance will not be understood unless we recall that 
in 1928 it was a Republican President who turned this

ALLIED SHIPS ENTERING SCHELDE 


3 reports that Allied ships are 


entering the West Schelde estuary 
between Flushing and Breskens. The 
latter has been in Canadian hands for 
several days and Flushing is being 
stormed by British amphibious forces 
which landed on Walcheren Island a few 
days ago under cover of heavy units of 
the British Navy. Simultaneously 


Canadian units, having stormed and 
captured the causeway between the 
Zuid Beveland Peninsula and Walcher- 
en are advancing. on Flushing from the 
east. 


These actions look small because they 
are being fought in a small area, but 
their import is tremendous. The Nijmeg- 
en-Arnhem salient of the Allied armies 
is like a huge fire engine. Antwerp is 
the high pressure pump. The Schelde is 
the hose. The estuary is the hydrant. 
The opening of the hydrant is obviously 
a crucial operation on which the dura- 
tion of the war in Europe depends to a 


great extent. 


In the air Allied attacks continue at 


a great pace with objectives in the Ruhr, 


and on the Rhine being plastered. Ber- 
lin also was hit. These blows are most 


probably part of the preparation for the 
2 big push which should follow the open- 
| ing of Antwerp. 


In Italy American troops threw back 
a number of determined German attacks 
south of Bologna while along the Adri- 
atic the Eighth Army slithered forward 
somewhat. 
x * * 


N the East General Meretskov has 
cleared the entire Petsamo region and 
the Germans report Soviet troops fight- 
ing near Ivalo which means that Meret- 
skov’s southern flank is only about 75 
miles from a junction with the Finnish 


troops advancing northward along the 
Arctic Highway. 

Marshal Malinovsky is advancing on 
Budapest and is only about 35 miles 
from the capital of Hungary. The 
stronghold of Keeskemet, covering 
Budapest from the southeast, has been 
captured and Soviet tanks and cavalry 
are moving fast across the country 
which on the approaches to Budapest 
is less marshy and less cut up by canals 
than it is further east. 


To the northeast Malinovsky’s right, 


having joined with General Petrov's 


army group which has descended from 
the Carpathians, is nearing Tokay and 
a very important railroad junction which 
bears the practically impossible name of 
Satoraljaujhely (try it this way: Cha- 
teau-Raleigh-Haly). 

Nothing of importance from the other 
sectors of the Eastern Front. 

In the Skoplje-Nish sector, i. e., in 
southern Serbia, Soviet, Yugoslav and 
Bulgarian troops are fighting fierce 
battles with German units trying to 
break through from Greece to the north. 
Failure so far by the Allied troops to 
capture Skoplje (Uskub) probably 
means that a large part of the enemy 
formations will slip through homeward 
because the valley of the Ibar with its 
railroad has not yet been definitely cut. 

* * * 

* First Cavalry Division is locked 

in bitter struggle with the Japanese 
on Leyte for the control of Carigara. 
The Japanese are reported to be landing 
reinforcements on Leyte. The situation 
on neighboring Samar Island is not clear. 
Last week it was reported that we had 
“practically” the run of the island, but 
now nothing is being said about that 
anymore.
